Wednesday the discussion in the 
peace conference threatened to be- 
come intermjnabie, but M, Majoresko, 
the Roumanian premier and presi- 
dent of the conference, clinched mat- 
ters by threatening that unless Bul- 
garia accepted the modified frontier 
proposed by the allies, Roumantia’s 
army would occupy Sofia next Satur- 
day. 
This threat had the dosired effect, 
and an agreement was reached today 
after numerous private consultations 
between the delegates and w four 
hour sitting of the conference. 
The New Frontier 
The new fronti¢r as ugreed to 
sturts al a point one the old frontier 
west of the Struma river, follows the 
watershed to west of the iown ef 
Strumnitza, thence runs ulmost 
through the Strum Valley to the Pul- 
esh Mounteifs, and thence eusterly 
in ulmost a straight line to the Lebta 
river, thus leaving the town of Strum- 
nitea, the ports of Lavos and Kanthi 
w Bulsarla and the port of Kavala 
to Greece. The new frontier is a 
deep disappointment to the 
jans Who sill] nurse hopes 
eventual revision by the powers 
It is belleved thal an ayreement for 
ihe demobilization of the varlovs 
armies will be signed tomorrow.
